Protesters line Prospect Park West with fake speed limit signs

They’re ped up. 

A crew of road safety activists sick 
of waiting for the city to lower speed 
limits took matters into their own 
hands on Saturday night, erecting 
faux 20-mile -per-hour speed limit 
signs on Prospect Park West, the 
road that lost a lane of car traffic to 
a controversial bike lane in 2010 and 
where a 12-year-old boy was killed 
by a van in early October. 

“The idea that my kids would 
be taking their life into their hands 
when they get on a bike or cross 
the street here is ridiculous,” said 
Ben Shepard, a Gowanus activist 
whose kids attend school near Pros- 
pect Park West.

Metho-dissed! 

Board votes no on hospital's expansion

A controversial plan to ex- 
pand New York Methodist Hos- 
pital will shatter the calm of 
three blocks of century-old row 
houses, overwhelming neigh- 
bors with traffic, smog, and 
hulking, modern buildings, 
claimed members of a Park 
Slope panel that voted the pro- 
posal down at a heated meet- 
ing last Thursday night. 


The 1 1 to 1 no vote followed a 
loud, sidewalk-clogging protest 
outside John Jay High School 
and, at the meeting, dozens 
of impassioned speeches for 
and against the plan that calls 
for demolishing 19th-century 
townhouses, including some 
brownstones, to make way 
for an eight-story, U-shaped 
medical complex. The hours 
of testimony were punctuated 
by boos from plan opponents 


that sometimes drowned out 
neighbors and Methodist em- 
ployees singing the praises of 
the expansion, but the board’s 
land use committee ultimately 
decided that, while the opposi- 
tion might be rude, the outpa- 
tient facility expansion would 
unacceptably “alter the essen- 
tial character of the neighbor- 
hood.”

Past's blast 


The Astroland Rocket set to 
return to Coney this summer

This rocket is ready for lift- 
off! 

The Coney Island History Proj - 
ect answered the city’s call for 
a project proposal for the iconic 
Astroland Rocket and it plans to 
bring the derelict ride to a loca- 
tion inside Deno’s Wonder Wheel 
Park for restoration. 

Wonder Wheel Park’s owners, 
the Vourderises, will fully restore 
the one-of-a-kind attraction — 
and keep the Astroland Park let- 
tering on its side as a memorial to 
the bygone space-themed park, 
according to the historical pres- 
ervation group. Wonder Wheel 
Park hopes the rehabbed rocket 


will be the centerpiece of its an- 
nual History Day next summer. 

The rocket ride — originally 
called the Star Flyer — made its 
debut at the 1962 opening of the 
now-shuttered fun zone. Seventy- 
one feet long and made of air- 
plane-grade aluminium, the ship 
contains 26 seats and a screen that 
originally simulated a spacecraft 
launch. In later years, the defunct 
ride sat atop the roof of Board- 
walk raw bar Gregory and Paul’s 

— now called Paul’s Daughter 

— between W. 10th and W. 12th 
streets, as an advertisement beck- 
oning Coney-goers toward As- 
troland. 

Astroland closed in 2008, and

The Council passed a bill 
raising the smoking age from 
18 to 21 earlier this month 
without too much fuss, but 
the change has Brooklyn art 
school students gasping.

Gowanus residents are de- 
manding that the federal gov- 
ernment save a beloved park by 
moving a sewage tank it wants 
to bury beneath the green space 
to a privately-owned lot just a 
few blocks away. 

The feds have said that they will 
install a four- or eight-million- 
gallon tank beneath the Douglass 
and DeGraw Pool and neighbor- 
ing Thomas Greene Playground 
as part of the federally-mandated 
clean-up of the Gowanus Canal 
unless the city comes up with an 
alternative site by next August. 
Park lovers say that a vacant lot 
at the corner of Nevins and But- 
ler streets that is owned by en- 
ergy giant Con Edison would be 
a perfect fit. 

“It’s an absolute empty lot 
that’s even closer to the canal 
than our park is,” said Sue Wolfe, 
president of Friends of Douglass 
Greene Park. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency said that it would 
not comment until seeing a for- 
mal proposal from the city, which 
so far has balked at paying for the 
tanks and much of the rest of the 
federal Superfund scrubbing, de- 


spite a federal mandate. That re- 
sistance has come primarily from 
the office of Mayor Bloomberg 
and it is unclear if it will con- 
tinue under Mayor-elect Bill De- 
Blasio, who opposed the Super- 
fund designation as a Park Slope 
councilman. 

But a local politician said that 
wherever the tanks end up, sav- 


ing the park and pool that serve 
Brownstone Brooklyn and at least 
three public housing develop- 
ments should be top priority. 

“Whether it be at the Con Ed 
site or somewhere else, it is im- 
portant that an alternative location 
for the retention tanks is found 
so that the Double -D Pool can

ing whether to reduce speed 
limits in residential areas to 
20-miles-per-hour, the activ- 
ists said. 

“My son is the same age as 
Sammy and goes to the same 
school, MS 41 , and I know his 
dad,” said Red Hooker Alan 
Mukamal, a founding Right 
of Way member. “I couldn’t 
not do anything.” 

The walk-by-night demon- 
stration occurred three-and- 
a-half weeks after Cohen Eck- 
stein’s parents testified before 
the Council in support of the 
Safe Streets Act that would 
lower the speed limit on resi- 
dential streets narrower than 
60 feet to 20-miles-per-hour. 
The bill has languished in 
the Council for the last two 
years. 

Cohen Eckstein ran into 
the street chasing a soccer 
ball and, though he had the 
light when he entered the 
road, it quickly changed and 
the driver, who entered the 
intersection without slow- 
ing, could not stop in time, 
his mother Amy Cohen said, 
arguing that a lower speed 
limit could have saved her 
son’s life. 


# 

“Our family has suffered 
an unspeakable loss,” she said. 
“We only hope that something 
positive comes from Sam- 
my’s death and are pleased 
that there seems to be grow- 
ing concern and pressure to 
make our streets safer.” 

Police do not suspect 
speeding to have been a fac- 
tor in the crash that took Co- 
hen-Eckstein’s life, the New 
York Post reported, and the 
investigation is closed and no 
criminal charges have been 
filed, according to Cohen. 


At last month’s hearing she 
and her husband pointed to 
federal data that shows pe- 
destrians have a 19 out of 20 
chance of survival if they are 
struck by a car traveling at 20 
miles-per-hour compared to 
a 12 in 20 chance at 30. 

But the safe streets crusad- 
ers with Right of Way say that 
the slow-down bill is beside 
the point as the city’s Depart- 
ment of Transportation has 
said itself that it can lower 
speed limits on its own on 
roads within a quarter-mile of 
a school. Two -thirds of New 
York’s streets fit that bill, ac- 
cording to WNYC, as do all 


but one and a half blocks of 
Park Slope, according to 
neighborhood civic groups 
that in 201 1 applied to make 
the neighborhood a so-called 
“Slow Zone.” 

The transportation depart- 
ment rejected the application 
because the neighborhood 
logged relatively few auto- 
crash deaths and injuries, 
according to Eric McClure, 
co-founder of Park Slope 
Neighbors, one of the groups 
behind the failed bid. 

“We applaud what Right 
of Way is doing,” McClure 
said. “The effort to make 
New York City’s streets 


safer sometimes calls for 
working through official 
channels, and at other times, 
guerrilla action is more than 
justified.” 

Cohen Eckstein’s death 
was still fresh in the minds 
of some of the people out 
walking on Prospect Park 
West on Saturday night. 

“These guys knew him, 
so I guess we approve,” said 
Peter Reuther, gesturing to 
his two sons. 

The Department of Trans- 
portation cut the signs down 
on Monday morning, accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the 
agency.

of us who feel our houses 
shaking, it’s a real annoy- 
ance.” 

Casson and others who live 
on Berkeley Place between 
Seventh and Eighth avenues 
dispute the very traffic-calm- 
ing premise of the protuber- 
ances, saying that they do not 
slow cars. Instead, they say, 
the installations only serve 
as noise-making ramps for 
speed demons gunning it to 


make the light at the Eighth 
Avenue end of the one-way 
street. 

The hump haters do not 
deny that speeding is a prob- 
lem in Park Slope but say that 
it makes no sense to put big 
bumps on their block while 
leaving the one between Fifth 
and Sixth avenues, which is 
home to a school and a play- 
ground, flat as a pancake on 
a drag strip. 

“I am confused as to 
why speed bumps were ever 


placed on this block in the 
first place,” said Daniel Per- 
lov, a Berkeley Placer who 
filed a complaint with the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion. The activists are circu- 
lating a petition calling on 
the department and local 
politicians to erase the new 
paving job, and so far they 
say they have 44 signatures. 
But their complaints are 
likely to fall on deaf ears. 
Not only did the neighbor- 
hood’s Community Board 6 
approve the 2009 installation 
of the first set of humps, but it 
came as a result of block res- 


idents documenting speed- 
ing and formally requesting 
them, according to a trans- 
portation department spokes- 
man. Nor does there appear 
to be much support in sur- 
rounding Park Slope. 

Three civic groups, in- 
cluding the community 
board, applied to the city’s 
transportation department 
in 2011 to make the whole 
neighborhood an official 
Slow Zone. The transporta- 
tion department rejected the 
bid, but one Berkeley Place 
resident wrote in the bid that 
the speed humps helped.

team’s rotation. 

Surely this team will be 
better once D-Will and All- 
Star center Brook Lopez get 
back on the floor. And until 
then, fans have reason to hold 
on to the fast-fading memory 
of this team beating the de- 
fending champion Miami Heat 
at full- strength in their home 
opener. But hopefully, the les- 
sons being learned by the front 
office during this period are 
profound. Making headlines in 
the offseason might sell some 
tickets, but, ultimately, culti- 
vating a fan base here will be 
about building a team with 
room to grow.

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Wolfing in W’Burg 

Movie theater goes to the dogs with wild special guest

H ere is one wolf even Lit- 
tle Riding Hood could 
get along with. 
Videology is hosting a 
diplomatic summit of wild 
proportions on Dec. 7, when 
Atka, New Yord’s most well- 
traveled and even-tempered 
wolf ambassador, visits the 
Williamsburg bar-theater for 
a special screening of an arc- 
tic wolf-themed episode of 
the BBC’s “Frozen Planet” 
series. 

“He’s the most profes- 
sional beast, humans in- 
cluded, I’ve every worked 
with,” said Maggie How- 
ell, executive director at 
the New York Wolf Con- 
servation Center. 

Atka — who, at 11 -years- 
old, might be turning grey 
if not for his white, arctic 
coat — is, without a doubt, 
one handsome creature. 
But a wolf cannot survive 
on looks alone, and How- 
ell said it is Atka’s calm de- 
meanor and easy temper that 
makes him particularly well 
suited to working amongst 
humans.

“I call him our best wolf 
teacher, but also our weird- 
est wolf,” she said.

Riot act 

She is woman — hear her rock! 

Pioneering “riot grrrl” musician Kathleen 
Hanna is the subject of Brooklyn filmmaker 
Sini Anderson’s latest documentary, “The Punk 
Singer,” which opens at Nighthawk Cinema on 
Nov. 29. The film highlights Hanna’s legacy in 
the history of feminist 
punk rock and reveals 
private snippets of her 
personal life — both tri- 
umphs and tragedies. 

“With more than 20 
years of work behind 
her, Kathleen’s story 
is more than a single 
film can hope to cap- 
ture, and more than I 
alone can hope to convey in 90 minutes or 
less,” said Anderson. 

Both entertaining and informative, “The 
Punk Singer” chronicles the feminist move- 
ment in the United States and the formative 
years of the riot grrrl punk-rock genre. Hanna, 
the lead singer of Washington band Bikini Kill 
in the ’90s and later New York-based electro - 
clash outfit Le Tigre, was a forerunner in these 
entwined worlds. 

“Kathleen is a cultural icon — the biggest 
influence on my generation of feminist artists,” 
said Anderson. “The responsibility involved 
in telling her story is not lost on me.” 

Hanna, who is known for shocking listeners 
with her piercing voice, first delved into music 
in order to be a voice for the voiceless. She wrote 
songs that addressed leftistpolitics, human rights, 
and hushed-up topics such as sexual abuse. 

Interviews with myriad famous faces are in- 
terspersed throughout the documentary. Nota- 
ble artists such as Carrie Brownstein and Kurt 
Cobain speak as Hanna’s friends, while Adam 
Horowitz of the Beastie Boys shares intimate 
stories as her spouse. But most of the intervie- 
wees are Hanna’s fellow riot grrrls. 

“I realized how female her story is,” said 
Anderson. “With few exceptions, all of Kath- 
leen’s collaborators have been women, which 
is perhaps why her life and works resonate so 
much with women.”

Confectioners make afresh start in their hood

C all it a sweet second 
coming. 

Matt and Allison Ro- 
bicelli, Bay Ridge’s cupcake 
power couple, are making an- 
other bid to taste storefront 
success — and the pair say 
making it happen in their 
own native neighborhood 
will be icing on the cake. 

Hot off the launch of 
their cookbook, the Robi- 
cellis opened their new bak-

Unlike the defunct deli, 
which made sandwiches 
and sold an array of gour- 
met goodies, the new shop 


will deal exclusively in the 
desserts that have made the 
pair’s name famous in foodie 
circles nationwide. Alli- 
son Robicelli said she and 
her husband were so eager 
to open a new retail store 
that the bakery’s interior 
is still unfinished, leaving 
the kitchen exposed. Robi- 
celli said she hoped the par- 
tially-complete space would 
fill customers’ appetite for 
fall treats, and grant them 
unique insights into the bak- 
ery business.

“This is going to be a work 
in progress,” Robicelli said. 
“People will get to come in 
and see the nuts and bolts of 
pastry-making.” 

Robicelli promised fu- 
ture recipes would reflect 
Bay Ridge’s zesty Italian, 


Greek, and Arabic mix- 
ture, with inspired ingredi- 
ents such as date molasses, 
yogurt, and Asiago cheese 
— all of it sourced from local 
stores, including A.L.C. Ital- 
ian Grocery, Athens Market, 
and Balady Halal Foods. 


“This is going to be like 
our research and develop- 
ment lab,” she said. 

Robicelli said she and her 
husband — veterans of trendy 
outlets such as the DeKalb 
Market and Battery Place 
Market — said they chose to 
open their new store in Bay 
Ridge instead of a hipper 
neighborhood out of a sense 
of native loyalty and pride. The 
confection queen pointed out 
that Ridgites who have moved 
away from the area often come 
back to complain about how 
much it has changed — with- 
out recognizing thatthey them- 
selves contributed to the de- 
mographic shift. 

“If you want good things 
in your community, you have 
to stay in your community 
and fight for them,” Robi- 
celli said. 

But the pastry-maker also 
said she is betting some of 
the recent changes in Bay 
Ridge will give her bakery a 
better chance than her gour- 
met market ever had. Robi- 
celli said that the neighbor- 
hood’s relatively low rents 
are attracting young people 
from culinary and media cir- 
cles — many of whom have 
brought a taste for eclectic 
cupcakes with them. 

“All these creative types 
are moving here, people who 
understand the importance 
of going out and shopping 
local and staying local,” 
she said.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


To the editor, 

An earlier version of 
your recent article, “Metho- 
dissed!” (Online Nov. 22, 
2013), quoted “Methodist 
reps” as saying that they 
would “probably sidestep 
the local panel.” This in- 
accurate characterization 
of our plans was later up- 
dated with an equally inaccu- 
rate statement (also later up- 
dated), “Methodist reps said 
that they do not have time to 
continue tinkering with the 
design.” The inaccuracy of 
this statement is evidenced by 
your very next paragraph, in 
which you quote me as saying 
that we “have made changes, 
and are willing to continue 
making changes.” 

Furthermore, your re- 


porter apparently failed to 
recognize that the commit- 
tee asked that the proposal 
be withdrawn not, neces- 
sarily, so the plans could be 
altered, but specifically be- 
cause they claimed they did 
not have sufficient informa- 
tion to justify the approval 
of the variances we are seek- 
ing from the City’s Board of 
Standards and Appeals. 

Although we are happy to 
provide additional specific 
information requested by the 
committee, we decided not 
to withdraw the plan, which 
would add months to the ap- 
proval process. In making 
this decision, we considered 


our numerous efforts to en- 
gage the Park Slope commu- 
nity in general, and the Land- 
marks/Land Use Committee 
in particular, by providing 
information, receiving in- 
put and responding to sug- 
gestions, over nearly a six- 
month period. 

During those months, 
we held small and large in- 
vitational and public meet- 
ings (one co-sponsored and 
one sponsored by the Land- 
marks and Land Use Com- 
mittee). We received doz- 
ens of e-mail messages and 
snail mail letters with com- 
munity comments, concerns, 
and questions, each of which 


was answered and consid- 
ered in making a total of 20 
changes to the plans. When 
we filed our application to the 
Board of Standards and Ap- 
peals on Oct. 16, it was made 
available on our website and 
hard copies were sent to the 
community board for review 
by the committee members. 
Additional meetings were 
then held with representa- 
tives from the Park Slope 
Civic Council and Commu- 
nity Board 6 to discuss de- 
sign and zoning issues. 

As should be clear from 
the above information, New 
York Methodist certainly had 
no intention to “bypass the 
panel,” and can, in fact, con- 
tinue to make changes in the 
design. Dealing with the con- 
sequences of your inaccurate 
quote has been distressing 
and your reporter and edi- 
tor need to understand that 
accuracy is important.

all the catcalls and things 
like that, the community was 
heard,” said Peter Fleming, 
the committee’s chairman. 
“I’m hoping the hospital isn’t 
going to go through with its 
nuclear solution of building 
two buildings that nobody 
wants them to build.” 

Methodist has gone back 
to the drawing board twice in 
hopes of assuaging concerns 
that the Center for Commu- 
nity Health, which is slated 
to take the place of 16 build- 
ings on Fifth Street, Eighth 
Avenue, and Sixth Street, 
will overwhelm the neigh- 
borhood with traffic and out- 
of-place architecture. Hospi- 
tal representatives unveiled 
the latest congestion-com- 
batting modifications at the 
meeting, including an em- 
ployees-only entrance at the 
corner of Sixth Street and 
Eighth Avenue and a move to 
consolidate patient services 
and other programs into one 
section of the complex. 

But the tweaks were not 
enough to appease the com- 
mittee or many among the 
200-strong crowd that filed 
through a stripped-down ver- 
sion of airport security — a 
single metal detector manned 
by a school police officer 
that a board member said 
was brought in upon hear- 
ing of the planned protest. 
The rally drew 50 and many 
participants later took to the 
podium to argue that the out- 


patient center will rip the fab- 
ric of the low-rise, residen- 
tial neighborhood and cause 
polluting traffic jams despite 
the hospital’s claims to the 
contrary. 

“Somewhat shockingly, 
Methodist claims that its pro- 
posal will have actually no 
impact on air, no impact on 
traffic and no impact on air 
quality,” said environmental 
lawyer and Park Slope res- 
ident Eve Gartner. “This is 
truly one of the great neigh- 
borhoods in the country, and 
probably in the world, and 
to allow Methodist Hospi- 
tal to do so much damage 
to the beauty of our streets 
and to the health of our chil- 
dren requires a much greater 
showing of need and a much 
greater disclosure of impacts 
than we have seen from Meth- 
odist.” 

Hospital honchos and 
pro-expansion neighbors, 
including clergy members 
and medical professionals, 
countered that changes in 
technology and health care 
business models have cre- 
ated the need for a new med- 
ical site, which will feature 
12 operating rooms, physi- 
cian offices, an endoscopy 
suite, a cancer center, and 
urgent care services. 

Slope Councilman Brad 
Lander broke with the board 
committee, saying that the 
near-demise of nearby 
Long Island College Hos- 
pital in Cobble Hill drives 


home the need for Method- 
ist to grow. 

“Long Island College Hos- 
pital is failing, in part, be- 
cause they didn’t have good 
long-term strategic planning 
for what was necessary for 
a hospital to do to be able 
to continue to operate in the 
21st century,” Lander said. 
“I think we’re lucky to have 
neighborhood health institu- 
tions, and if we want Method- 
ist to be able to continue for 
the next 100 years to func- 
tion as a neighborhood health 
institution, then we have to 
try to figure out how to meet 
them halfway.” 

The community board 
committee said it would re- 
consider its denial if the hos- 
pital does more to address 
Slopers’ concerns about traf- 
fic, construction, and pollu- 
tion, but Methodist reps said 
that they are low on time for 
tinkering with the design and 


will have to talk over the next 
step in dealing with the local 
panel, the position of which 
is only advisory, before tak- 
ing their case for rezoning 
to the city’s Board of Stan- 
dard and Appeals. 

“I don’t know what the 
response would be from my 
colleagues who have been 
working on this for six 
months, and who feel that 
they have been working in 
good faith, and have made 
changes, and are willing to 
continue making changes,” 
said Methodist spokes- 
woman Lyn Hill. “But we 
do have the time schedule 
as well. We want this proj- 
ect to move ahead.” 

The hospital could build 
the complex without a zon- 
ing change, but would have 
to make the two buildings 
taller and narrower. The full 
board will vote on the plan 
next month.

“I will buy my packs in 
New Jersey and come on back 
and illegally smoke,” said Ni- 
cole Ryerson, a 20-year-old 
Prattite who will not hit her 
next birthday before the law 
goes into effect in about six 
months. 

The tobacco toker won- 
dered whether the measure is 
more of a government conspir- 
acy than a health initiative. 

“It might just be an- 
other way to get tickets and 
money,” Ryerson said, tak- 
ing a drag. 

Another artist- scholar we 
spoke to said it is misguided 
to take the musty habit out 
of the hands of the already- 
hooked. 


“It’s skewed to have some- 
one addicted to something 
and then cut them off from 
it,” said Michael, a 21 -year- 
old student with friends who 
will find themselves illegal 
smokers soon. “I understand 
it’s not healthy, but that’s un- 
fair.” 

The raised purchase age 
requirement applies to all 
tobacco products, includ- 
ing electronic cigarettes, 
a maker of which says the

“Someone who is 19 
years old — do you think 
that they’re going to just 
stop without an alterna- 
tive to them?” asked Kevin 
Frija, chief executive offi- 


cer of e-cig company Va- 
por Corp, which is pushing 
for its battery-powered butts 
to be exempt.

is financing the development. 
3rd Ward and Next Street, 
a bank that reportedly took 
over some of the art compa- 
ny’s assets, did not respond to 
requests for comment. 

Borough President 
Markowitz would not dis- 
cuss the money either, but 
did issue a statement. 

“This food incubator, 
which continues to move 
forward, promises to be a 
crucial component to eco- 
nomic development in one 
of the most economically- 
challenged areas of the city,” 
Markowitz said, emphasizing 
that minority business own- 
ers should be considered to 
run the project. 

The rest of the building’s 
office space is proceeding on 
schedule, with an opening 
planned for Jan. 2014, said 
Chris Havens, a realtor who 
is quarterbacking the project 
on behalf of Butler. 

The four-floor industrial 
building will include a 250- 
seat ground-floor food court 
and a beer hall on the Ber- 
gen side of the building, Ha- 
vens said. And at least six 
“creative” tenants have inked 
leases for the building’s top 
three floors. 

According to the real es- 
tate broker, all the interest in 
the project shows there will 
be no trouble finding an op- 
erator for the test kitchen or 
the building’s shared office 
space, which 3rd Ward was 
also supposed to run. 

“There’s never been less 
space or more demand in 
Brooklyn,” Havens said.

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London music shop opens in W’burg

This is it. 

The London-based record store 
chain Rough Trade openedthe doors 
of its first U. S . location in Williams- 
burg on Monday and the store’s co- 
owner says that, despite the place’s 
massive size and corporate mus- 
cle, it has a long way to go before 
it becomes the neighborhood des- 
tination for audiophiles. 

“We see ourselves, hopefully, as 


complementing the existing record 
stores that there are in the neighbor- 
hood and the city,” said Rough Trade 
co-owner Stephen Godfroy. “Each 
has their own respective qualities, 
and hopefully there are things we 
can do that add to the mix.” 

The record warehouse on N. 
Ninth Street near Wythe Ave- 
nue offers miles of vinyl, a thick 
catalog of books and magazines 
spanning genres, and a 250-capac- 
ity venue — complete with ping- 


pong tables and a full bar. Semi- 
nal weirdo rockers Television will 
break the performance space in at 
a sold-out show on Friday, capping 
a packed week of free in-store per- 
formances from the likes of rap- 
per Danny Brown and singer-song- 
writer Sky Ferreira. 

The U.K. -based newspaper 
The Guardian also opened a digi- 
tal lounge in a shipping container 
on the cavernous store’s mezza- 
nine level, offering shoppers iP- 


ads and a flat- screen television as 
a respite from debating the finer 
points of The Jesus and Mary Chain 
B-sides. 

And the store is only halfway fin- 
ished. The cafe Five Leaves Green- 
point is on track to open a small 
eatery inside the place and a DJ 
booth is in the works. 

The shop is the only one of its 
kind in the part of Williamsburg 
near the East River. Undeterred by 
the store’s proximity to ritzy water- 


front high-rises such as the Edge, 
the vinyl monger says he chose the 
spot for its bohemian vibe. 

“There’s a very strong sense of 
community, particularly from the 
artistic community,” he said. 

Rough Trade opened its first vi- 
nyl outlet in London in 2007. Its 
sister indie label Rough Trade Re- 
cords started in 1978 as a record 
store and put out albums by the 
Smiths, the Buzzcocks, Stiff Lit- 
tle Fingers, among others.

cents but the grown-ups still 
call out for the same song and 
dance routines. I wonder if 
we see the children they were 
and not the young women 
they have become as they 
perform handstands and 
kick lines. 

Traditions are impor- 
tant, providing structure and 
touchstones of consistency 


in a family’s ever- chang- 
ing life. Even as my daugh- 
ters leave home and begin to 
miss events, I think it reas- 
sures them to know where 
I’ll be for New Year’s Eve 
or that the annual seder will 
take place on Passover, and 
I’m glad for these reminders 
that my life goes on with or 
without the presence of my 
children. 

Sometimes, though, tradi- 
tions have ceased to be rel- 
evant. Some die a peaceful 
death — we used to go to 
Coney Island every year the 
week after school ended un- 
til the kids couldn’t face the 
same rides or one more bite 


of fried dough, so we found 
something else to do. Some 
traditions, though, become 
zombies, stumbling along, 
year after year, because I 
don’t have the sense to shoot 
their heads off. School shop- 
ping comes to mind, as I tried 
to keep forcing my girls on 
excursions with me when, 
really, they had no desire to 
be seen in a clothing store 
with their father anywhere 
nearby. I resisted this realiza- 
tion because I enjoyed the tra- 
dition, dragging it out years 
too long. 

I certainly notice my chil- 
dren changing every year, but 
not always that this means 


our family is changing too. 
Knowing the rules that were 
right for toddlers would be 
disastrous for teens, I should 
also know that customs need 
to shift and change as my 
girls grow up. 

What makes our Thanks- 
giving tradition wonderful 
is being together as an ex- 
tended family, not any spe- 
cific ritual, no matter how 
many years it has been done, 
nor how nostalgic it makes 
me feel. Keeping focused 
on the meaning of our hol- 
iday trip will help me kill 
the zombies as we find new 
ways to spend these cher- 
ished days.

stay open,” Councilman Levin said. 

The planned tank is one of two $78-million under- 
ground containers meant to catch sewage that wells up in 
the area’s antiquated sewer system when it rains and keep 
the muck from spilling into the polluted waterway. 

The other tank is bound for a city-owned lot on Sec- 
ond Avenue between Fifth Street and the canal where 
the city stores salt and the Gowanus Canal Conservancy 
garden. The conservancy says it is resigned to relocat- 
ing its office, compost gear, plant nursery, and storage 
— and put a hold on expansion plans — when the feds 
come knocking. 

“It’s not a bad thing for us,” Gowanus Canal Conser- 
vancy program manager Natasha Sidarta said. 

The feds have also promised to provide temporary digs 
for the displaced pool and playground, but park partisans 
say that there can be no substitute for the real thing. 

Con Edison did not respond to repeated requests for 
comment about whether it would consider donating the 
weedy lot to the cause.

the next year park owners Carol and Jerry Albert donated 
the rocket to the city on behalf of the Coney Island His- 
tory Project. The city has vowed numerous times to re- 
store the iconic piece of the People’s Playground’s past 
to the amusement district. 

Authorities have stored the rocket at the Staten Island 
Homeport in Stapletown since its removal, and sources 
say that the rocket got swamped during Hurricane Sandy 
and damaged by debris carried in the storm surge. 

Repatriating the historic ride from Staten Island would 
make for a fitting trophy for Deno’s Wonder Wheel Park 
after the Rock builds the world’s largest ferris wheel to 
rival the Coney Island original. 

The city tore down the only other remnant of Astro - 
land, the long-idled Astrotower ride, in July after its se- 
vere swaying aroused fears it would fall.

pouring of new declarations. 

That amounts to nearly three and a half proclamations per 
day, every day, for nearly 12 years — counting weekends. 

Laid end-to-end, Markowitz’s proclamations would 
stretch more than four miles — from Borough Hall Down- 
town all the way to Owls Head Park in Bay Ridge, or 
back and forth across the entire length of the Brooklyn 
Bridge four times. 

Thanks to our prolific pontiff of proclamations, on 
any given day Brooklynites are honoring an average of 
41 different exceptional people, places, ideas, things, 
events, and restaurant openings. 

And based on his track record, Brooklyn’s Caesar 
of Citations can be expected to sign an additional 126 
sheets of calligraphied parchment between now and his 
retirement on New Year’s Day. 

Compared to Markowitz, other borough presidents can 
look downright lazy, if not coldly indifferent to all the cro- 
chet clubs, Little League teams, and school bake sales in 
their jurisdictions deserving of formal recognition. 

In 2009, for example, Markowitz signed 700 honorary 
proclamations, while his Manhattan counterpart, Scott 
Stringer, signed only 150, and Staten Island’s Borough 
President put his name to a mere 100, according to the 
New York Times. 

Markowitz has always been a champion of the little 
guy — no surprise, considering that he measures an 
understated five-foot-five — and he has a proclamation 
to prove it. Four years ago, Marty put his name to one 
honoring “The Little People of America.”
